Thieves in Priſon plucked in pieces, thoſe which 
were newly brought in among them, and eat 
them half alive, which Famine continuing three” 
Years, brought in the end ſuch a Peſtilence® 
that the living ſcarce ſufficed to bury the dead, 

And in the Reign of King Richard the [, 

King of England, who began his Reign Anno 
x1189. Ihere was ſuch a drought for three or 
four Years together, which cauſed fo great a 
ſcarcity, upon which followed ſo great a Mor- 
rality, that ſcarcely the living ſufficed to bury 
the dead. 
And inthe reign of King Henry the 3d King 
of England Anno 1232, there appearing three 
Suns at once, there preſently followed ſo great 
a Famine that people were conſtrained to eat 
horſes Fleſh, and the bark of Trees, and that 
then there died twenty .thouſand peoplein Lo» 
don ſtarved for want of food. 

In the 22 Year of King Edward the third An- 
no 1348. & contagious Peſtilence there was in 
the Eaſt and South parts of the World, and 
ſpread it ſelf over all Chriſtendom, and at lalt 
coming into Exgland, continuing many Years, 
it ſo waſted the People, that ſcarce the tenth 

erſon of all ſorts was left alive. 

In the third Year of King Richard the ſecond 
King of England Anno 1379. There was ſo great 
a Mortality which afflicted the north Parts of 
England that theCountry became almoſt deio- 
late, in 
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In the ſevententh Year ofthe Reign of Ring 
Edward IV. King of England1476. ſogreat a Pe- 
ſilence Reigned in England that it ſwept away 
more People in four Months time, than the 
Wars had done in fifreen Years then paſt. And 
o Years after the ſame Anno 14758, In his 
Year there was another Peſtilence, which 
ginning at the latrer end of Sept. continued 
0 the beginning of November come twelve 
Month after, in which Time innumerable Peo- 
ple died, 

In the 19th Year of King Hexry the 8 King 
of England Anno I527. by Reaſon of Extremity 
of Rain in ſeed Time there followed a great 
Famine, Dearth, and Scarcity of Corn, which 
xould have cauſed a great Calamity, but it was 
prevented by the Merchants of the ftill-yard ' 
bringing it out of Germany,and a thouſand Quar- 
ters being iſſued out of the Kings own Proviſion, 
And in his three and thirtieth Year Anno 
1541, there was ſo great a Mortality by Rea- 
ſon of hot Agues, and Fluxes, and withall fo 
great a Drought , that ſmall Rivers were 
(kan dryed up, and much Cattle dyed 
br lack of Water. 
And in the fifth Year of the Reign of Queen 
Mery, Queen of England Anno 1559. In harveſt 
lme, there was ſo greata Mortality, eſpecially 
(Prieſts, ſoas many Churches were unſerved, 
admuch ( orn was loſt for want of Workmen 
ger it in, whereupen enſued a great Famine. + 
ind in the thirty tifth Year of the Reign of 
Ween Elizabeth Queen of England Anno 1592. 
was {@ great a Drought, that not only 


the 


the Fields, but the ſprings themſelves were dry 
ed up, and many Cattle every where dyed for 
wanr of Water, ſo that the River Thames did fo 
fail, that a Horſeman might ride over the ſaid 
River at London» Bridge. And the Year follow. 
ing Anno 1593. There followed a great Plagugy 
1n London, to as there dyed that Year in Londc 
and the Suburbs, ſeventeen thouſand Eight hy 
dred and ninety, beſides the Lord Mayor a 
'three Aldermen. 

To draw towards a Concluſion, Capt. fob 
Grannt, in his Natural, and Political, obſerva. 
tions made upon the bills of Mortality. Printed 
1676. Informs us, that there hath been within 
our Age, four Times of great Mortality, viz. 
IF92.1593, 1603. 1625, unto which may now 
be added that of x664.8&that the plague of 1636 
laſted 12 Years,in 8 whereof there dyed 20000, 

& An. one with another, and never under 300, 

Now from the ſerious Conſideration of the 
premiſſes, may we not rationally conclnde 
what Calamities from the ſtrokes of divine Ven- 
geance we in this Nation are lyable to, when 
ever Gods Patience, and Forbearance, is tyred 
and worn out, and come to an end, by means of 
our provoking Sins, and Iniquitys, and that it 1s 
highly rational not to be ſecure or put far from 
us the evil day, bur ſeriouſly conſider that great 
Guilt, which it's much to be feared, lies upon this 
Nation at this Day, for if it ſhall be found 
that although we have enjoyed the beſt refor- 
med Chriſtianity in the World, yet at laſt that 
it ſhould appear we have been the worlt of 


Chriſtians, what can we expect ?
